THE HARBOR DISCUSSION 


The harbor bond election discussion is 


waxing very warm, but back of all the 


opposition to the project is the cloven hoof 


of corporate influence. It has ever been 

so since the beginning of civilized times. 

Whatever the people want the big cor- 
porations are always against and seek to 

thwart it. This is corporate greed, and 

is only to be expected. 

Any man who lets a corporation tell him 
how to vote is a weak sister and ought 
to do some thinking.

It is to their interests to feel just 
that way about it, and that is exactly 
how they do feel about it, and why they 
fight these harbor bonds, and have 
fought the municipal harbor project for 

over seven years. 

That is why they wrote letters on to 
Washington secking to block the Gov- 
ernment appropriation of $428,000 for 
Richmond. Did you ever in your life 
before hear of anybody secking to keep 
the Government from making a present 
of a lot of money to their own home 
town? No, you never did, but that is 
exactly what these corporation birds did, 


and the letters are now a part of the 
Congressional Record. Can you beat 
that? And this is the same corporate 


influence which is working today for the 
defeat of the bond election next Tuesday. 

They do not want a Greater Richmond. 
They do not want any Richmond at all. 
Why should they? There was no Rich- 
mond here when they came and they 
never did want a city built here. The 
bigger the city builds the more taxes they 
have to pay. 

What more do they want than a com- 
pany store, a row of bunkhouses and a 
stockade around it? Why should they 
want anything else? But, Mr. Citizen and 
Home-Owner, is that what you want? 

That is where your interests and their 
interests conflict. And when they tell 
you how to vote, do you think they have 
your interests in view, or their own 
selfish greed in view?
